Pliilip Biirton was one of tlio adven- 


turous spirits who in tho parly clays of 
tlit' gold fever stnrteil for C'alifoniia. lie 
was then a young man, and it was rather 
n love of roving than n de.siro for gold 
that led him to-join a party of fortune- 
seekers \vlio urged him to go with them. 


With mules nnd prairie wagons the 


party marched drearily over the alkali 
plums of Kansas nnd Eastern Colorado, 
with n flaunting sign in eaeh wagon of 
"Pike's Peak or Rust," 
until "finally 


Tike's Peak was readied. 
But then, 


finding they had but just commeneed 
their jo"uriH\v,lii)inc-s:ckand dinlioarteiu'd, 
the adventurer.-! turned about, and with 
the single word, "Busted" painted on the 
wagons, retraced their weary steps across 
the dusty prairies back to tho Missouri 
river. 


But Pliilip Barton, who was of another 


metal, would not go back, and with no 
other companion than his riilo. and with 
but 
it scanty supply of provisions, re- 


mained among the Main Range. 


J laving, as I have said, little real 


thirst for riches, ho did not join any of 
the other parties that were making their 
way toward C'alifoniia, but lived tho life 
of a solitary huut-iinan. The birds of 
the forest and the wild animals, then 
much more common than nnw, furnished 
him with the necessary food. 
He sold 


skins occasionally to traders, and the 
meat of animals lie had killed in passing 
caravans. 
In this way he lived a con- 


tented 
life among the muiintains and 


valleys off Central Culi.rado, and when 
winter began to come mi, I'mind his way 
to the homes of tiie Vncoinpahgro X'tes, 
in what is now the suuthweslern part of 
the State, 


Having by this time adopted ninny of 


the Indian customs, he was received 
with favor, and took up his winter 
abode 
in 
an 
Indian 
village, oc- 


cupying a 
hut 
by 
himself. 
He 


learned the language of his neighbors, 
and joined in their simple spurts, and 
listened to their stories and adventures. 
A dusky maiden, modes'- and sweet in 
disposition, the daughter of a chieftain, 
won him toward her by her gentleness 
nnd beauty. She was called, in language 
of her tribe, by a name meaning "Fall 
of the Leaf," she having been horn in the 
autumn. Her 
endowments were only 


such as Nature gives, but they were un- 
alloyed by the vices of civilization. 


The second Hummer of young Barton's 


life in the West was passed in hunting 
with tho friendly Indians, and the next 
winter, returning to the village, he mar- 
ried the young Indian princess whose 
virtues had touched his heart. Then be- 
gan for them both, a life of simple hirppi- 


IIo had a love for the freedom of 


Tender :\3 Barton had always been, 


and wrapped up in love for his home, tho 
blow seemed more than he could bear, 
and he showed his anguish at first in bit- 
ter curses, ending finally in a fit of tears, 
wrung from his very soul, that bowed 
him to the ground. But when he rose, 
he rose a changed man. From that time, 
on only one occasion did any one ever 
see him show a sign of any feeling but 
desire for revenge." He collected hastily 


band of friendly Indians and pursued 


the murderers, 
hio fierce was the pur- 


suit, animated by the spirit of the leader, 
that in two days'tho villainous bantl was 
found.

Barton learned the particulars of the 
burning of the cabin. 


The marauding party, not being strong 


enough to attack the village, hud come 
upon the lonely dwelling, and had at- 
tempted to enter it, to steal whatever 
fond it might contain. Tho wife, how- 
ever, had bnrred the doors, and would 
not yield. 
When throats were made she 


prepared to defend the cabin, and tho 
Uiy took the rifle, and resting it as ho 
hall been taught, fired through a hole 
between the logs of the cabin.

did he use his rifle that two of the band 
which had originally numbered nine, 
wen; shot down and wore carried off 
dead by their companions.

bricle in a life happy because it had no 
cares, and contented because its wants 
wero few.

Through the summer Philip ISavfcm 


went with hunting parties in search ut 
buO'alo and other game, leaving his small 
household without fear in tho little cabin. 
In the winter the camp fires ol' tho vil- 
lage nnd home firesides furnished enjoy- 
ment for the long days.

that the busy inhabitantof the city might 
have despised as tame and dreary, but 
that was sufficient to render these simple 
people happy. A boy was born to them 
and he grow up to the ageof tenor twelve 
J-enrs, strong and self-reliant.

more savngc nature than the Southern 
tribe, lie felt somewhat anxious for the 
safety of his family, and cm leaving tho 
hunting party, made his way by a 
shorter route toward Cedar Gulch. As 
lie mounted the last of a row of rocky 
summits on his way home he saw the 
siiiokr ascending as usual from his cabin; 
but alas! not this time from the bright 
rnvplacc, but from the smouldering ashes 
of his dwelling. Hastening on, with fear 
in his heart, and yet a hope tuat Ir.s 
loved ones might have escaped, he came 
near the sight of his cabin. 
But there 


hope deserted him, for lying with her 
face just in the water of the stream that 
still Mowed gently on, be found his wife, 
with a bullet in "her side and the scalp 
cut from her head by the cruel knife of 
the Indian marauder.

Fred Grant was, during his four years'

tent-mate, "there is no more comparison 
between your father and George Wash- 
ington than there is between n plucked 
lien and the American eagle/' 
At this 


Grant struck him, and one o£ tho hottest 
lights of that summer's camp occurred 
then and there. An officer appearing on 
the scene the afliiir was a draw. 
This 


was but the beginning of Grant's pugilis- 
tic career. He was thrashed beautifully 
once during his plcb camp for refusing to 
carry a bucket of water for n first-class 
man, and nfter a three years' course had 
transformed him into a h rat-class man, ho 
in turn thrashed a plcb for refusing to 
perform n like service.— Boston Herald.

in one of England's later wars in India. 


Jurir.ir thu campaign of 1814 against tho 
norkfiiis uf Nepnul, a small body of tho 
lull 
latter intrenched themselves in tho 
fortress (if Kalungit, 0:1 a spur of the 
^mthern 
Ilimalayii, where, after 
an 


iiburtivc eflbrt to carry the place by storm, 
tl'L-v wore blockaded by General Ochtcr- 
lon'v. For nearly a fortnight the besieg- 
crsmul besieged "faced each other with- 
out any muvement of importance on 
either side. 
During this interval a good 


deal of rough soldierly "dialling" passed 
between the two parties, the Goorkhas 
taunting the English as "pigs,". and the 
hitter retorting with the 
epithet of 


"mountain monkey," which never fails 
to goad a Goorkha to frenzy. 
At length, 


early one morning, one of the JSepaulcsc 
garrison wus seen descending the hill 
toward the British camp, with his hand 
pressed tightly to his cheek. 
Accosting 


tlio nearest sentry, he requested to 
taken before the General, to whom 
explained that his jaw bad been 
open by the bullet of a British skirmisher, 
and that there being no doctor in the 
furt he had come to put himself under 
the fare of the .English "fathers of medi- 
cine." 
Genera! Oehterlony, luughlng in 


spite of himself at the coolness of the re- 
quest, called up one of the British regi- 
mental surgeons 
and committed this 


novel patient to his charge. The wound 
KOOII healed, and theadvcnturousGoorkha, 
after vainly endeavoring to press upon 
his benefactor all the little money that 
he possessed, walked coolly oiF to rejoin his 
own party, amid the lusty cheers of tlio 
English soldiers.— -V. 1' Times.
